rage crowd size is now up¬ 
wards of 300(even for small 
shows)and lots of new faces 
and bands abound;rejuvinating 
the pit into a virtual seet¬ 
hing inferno.Unfortunately, 
this explosive growth has 
led to the developement of 
various cliques which have 
hampered the the growth and 
"unity n of the scene that I 
think we used to find here. 

Anyway, some history to 
bring us up to date since 
last issue. 

For so long,everyone con¬ 
nected with Phila. HC was 
longing for a permanant ve¬ 
nue.The BYO opened a seem¬ 
ingly permanant hall which 
lasted for of two shows 

closing due to neighborhood 
pressures.Then along came 
LOVE hall with weekly con¬ 
sistent shows,which came to 
an abrupt halt,when a fire 
broke out over the july 4th 
weekend in an adjacent buil- 
ding-which led to the deaths 
of 3 men living above,thus 
putting the future of philly 
hardcore shows in limbo. 

Then a few shows happened 
at Renaissance Ballroom(see 
inside)sponsored by the LOVE 
people-and of course we all 
imnw ahnnt. tbs fmeninff of LOVE 
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At any rate,we appreciate 

the letters and other feedback 
we* ye gotten.Some of the res-. 

ponses have been critical 
due to our handling of the 
Pushead phenomena.The fol¬ 
lowing revue was printed in 
TOUCH and GO magazine:
